HE STILL PROTESTS INNOCENCE. 


Murdered 
Man Was Knockecj Over 


With An Ax« md $500 He fcarrleri 
Sewed in His Trousers Was Stoien. 
Found Later on the Convicted V/». 


SOMERSET. Jan. 2-1.—At •> o'clock 


this morning Judge FrnncU J. Koosor 
pronounced the death sentence on Jo^e 
de FranccMjo, un Italiau, who was 
convicted of muider In tho first de- 
gree ot Antonio Dominlco August 4, 
lust, at E!fc Uek. The minder waa 
committed with an axo for tfoOO which 
Eomlnlco was known to curry served 
In thu lining of his trousers. 


Attorney Alexander 'King told the 


court that scrioua doubts as to tho 
sanity of tho defendant hud existed In 
Ws mind smeo he became associated 
with this case; that efforts had been 
made by the counsel tor the defendant 
to obtain sufficient funds for an ex- 
pert oxuuituutloii Into the mental con- 
dition of this defendant, but tlmt the 
efforts of the counsel had been una- 
vailing and the funds had not been 
obtained. The Court then asked tho 
defendant whether ne h.id iinything to 
say why the sentence 
of 
the Inw 


should not br pronounced upon him. In 
reply he tald through an Interpreter: 
"I know nothlnj about this thing. I 
•wait papers £iom Italy to show this. 
I have always been a sood man and 
never did such a thins in my life." 
The Court then pronounced sentence 
that the prisoner should be hangad 
ty the neck unru dead.

Inico admitted to be his property, wore 
found two packages of paper monoy, 
the.

The defendant claimed that thi« mon- 
ey belonged to Mm, although he had 
a day or twu before told his landlord, 
to whom ho o\ved mouey, that ho hud 
no monoy.
